» since he himself, some years ago of 
gourse, had graduated from the Uni- 
versity of New Brunswick. In clos- 
ing, Mr. Mitchell emphasized that he 
believed it to be the duty of every 
citizen to give some of his of her 
timé.to study what is best for the 
settlers of this country, British oi 
foreign and to form a solid opinion 
of British ideals. 

Since Rev, Geo. ©, Webber, the 
newly appointed pastor of the Unitec 
Qhurch was present, the chainman 
imtoduced him to the members of th 
Club for which courtesy Rev Webber 
thanked very appreciatively. Mr. 
Webber also stated that he was here 
as a citizen, a Canadi g and that he 
had never yet had occasion of being 
ashamed of it. 

Dr. Keirstead w.s then introduced 
by the chairman as professor of econ- 
omics of the University of New 
Brunswick as the _ speaker of the 
evening In a most acceptable way 
Dr. Keirstead spoke on “C.nadian 
ideals” interspreading his address 
with many humorous and well ap- 
plied remarks and illustrations, ~ In 
applying his lecture to the promo- 
tion and existence of Can:dian Club: 
he stated that the primary object of 
the same was to create and maintair 
things such as Canadian institutions 
literature, ideals and customs, to de 
things in this respect that individidfay 
could not do and-impressed with 4¢’r 
greatness of Canada, he asked thc 
question: “Are there things in Cun- 
adian life that we feel we should pro- 
mote and reproduce?” Speaking o' 
the national and social institutions 
he said that they were perhaps Can- 
adian, perhaps British, but atter all 
they were human institutions anc 
looking into the future he claimed 
that as things would open up the tidc 
would be more largely in our favor 
than in the past, and that those mag- 
nificient rescurces of our land held 
great things in store for this Canida 
of ours. In speaking of the grea 
nation to the south, the United States 
he asked the question “How has thi: 
strong competition of industry am 
manufacture affected our indusry and 
development?” In his reply he 
claimed that it had been extremely 
beneficial to Canada and that today 
‘we have greater efficiency and econ- 
omy within our land than we wotld 
have had without the — keen 
competition from across th 
border. Hle stated that we had cer- 
tain ideals in common with the United 
States but empathically declared that 
we had certain ideals that were strict- 
ly Canadian, Mentioning the Brit- 
ish ideals versus Canadian ideals Dr.

If you look up at the sky on a clear 
night at this time of the year, you 
cannot fail to pick out one great star 
whose brightness far surpasses that of 
all the other distant suns that hang in 
space. This is Sirius, the Dog Star, 
which sends us twice as much light as 
its brightest rival, and is nearly cleven 
times more brilliant than any of the 
conspicuous stars. 

The Dog Star is a gigantic body, 
vastly bigger than our own sun, and so 
distant from us that its rays need 
over eight and a half years for their 
journey earthwards. Those that 
started in October,,1917, will not reach 
us until this month. 

If our earth were one of its planets, 
the mid-winter days would be more 
glaring than those of our present sum-

Letter Writers In India 


Kept Busy Because Mass of People 
Are Illiterate 

The letter writer is a familiar figure 
in India, and hig occupation is the out- 
come of the illiteracy of the masses. 

His calling is not confined to any 
particular class or creed. Hence he 
{s to be seen in nearly every city and 
village. He very often acquires an 
elementary knowledge of the three 
R's, at a primary school. ‘This en- 
ables him to “trade” on those who are 
ignorant of letters! 

He usualy settles down to business 
in bazaars, or In the vigonity of post 
oMce, or court of law. His stock-In- 
trade consists, as a rule, of » small 
box, a supply of writing material, posv- 
cards, postage stamps and envelopes, 
and money order and telegraph forms. 
It is supplemented, sometimes, by au 
old. typewriter—an object of attrac- 
tion rather than of practical utility! 

A letter writer's income averages 
anything over a rupee a day, in indus- 
trial cities; and between eight to 
twelve annas, in smaller towns. It 
jis derived from all sorts and condi- 
tions of men who come to him for the 
reading or writing of their letters, and 
cheerfully pay for his services. As 
payment is not regulated by a fixed 
scale of charges, it varies, from a pice 
to two to three annas a letter, accord- 
ing to locality, the means of the cus- 
tomer, the nature of the communica- 
j tion and its urgency.
